Poultry In Oklahoma 
Oklahoma farmers raised in 1920, 
11,932,584 chickens. In 1910, only 
8,500,0Cd chickens arere reported as 
being on farms; this, an increase of 
practically 3,500,000 chickens. Even 
between the years 1219 and 1920, 
there wras reported an increase of 
aproxim ately 800,000 
fowls. These 
data, increasing as they are, tends 
to make us believe that Oklahoma 
will soon rank with som e of the top 
poultry states, inasmuch as our cli­ 
mate and crops are 
adaptable to 
poultry raising. 
Deleware probably 
leads all states in the number of 
farms reporting poultry w*ith a per 
cent of 96.1 of all their farms. Okla­ 
homa gid 63 chickens per farm re­ 
porting iii the year 1920. \ 
The estim ated num ber of chicken 
eggs 
produced 
on 
farms 
in 
1920 
was 45,500,000 dozens, carrying a 
total value of approxim ately $16,- 
000,000. In a way of show ing the 
increase between 1919 and 1920, the 
value of eggs for that year was esti­ 
mated at 
$7,000,000. W hile Okla­ 
homa does not near rank with states 
producing over 100,000,000 dozens 
of eggs yearly, she is steadily assum ­ 
ing more interest in the industry and 
will, before many 
years, 
hold a 
proud rank. 
Since Oklahoma has prem anently 
established herself as an agricultural 
state, a proud rank has been main­ 
tained for m ary years. In 1919, Ok­ 
lahoma ranked eighth in the value 
of all 
crops; 
in 
1923, thirteenth. 
This position will no doubt bt m a­ 
terially raised at the close of the 
present year. It is almost a certain 
fact that Oklahoma will holu second 
position to Texas among the south­ 
ern s t a te s for the 1924 crop season.

from the department of the interior, 
W ashington, to join with specialists 
here and in other cities of the state 
in 
an effort to eradicate the di­ 
sease. 
D is. Daniel 
Wk 
W hite and 
Jeter Cope W hite of Tulsa have be^n 
appointed by the departm ent as con­ 
sulting ophthauiologists am ong the 
Indians of the state, and it is with 
them and the large com m ittee of 
other specialists and laymen appoin­ 
ted by the Drs. W hite that Dr. Mail­ 
man will w’ork. 
‘‘Trachoma is a dangerous and an 
infectious eye disease which causes 
serious impairment of vision and in 
many cases blindness,” Dr. Hailm an 
said. 
Many thousands 
in 
Oklahoma, 
white persons, as well ifs Indians 
have trachoma, Dr. 
Hailman said. 
Texas, Arkansas and Missouri have 
many cases of the disease, he de­ 
clared. 
Missouri has established a 
trachoma hospital at Rolla and has 
a traveling railway clinical car in 
operation. The Kansas state board of 
health has made trachoma a repor­ 
table disease.

E. Scholl, Extension 
W inter losses of bees 
are 
the 
m ils drawback to the bee and honey 
industry of Oklahoma. These lojse# 
are due mainly to insufficient or im­ 
proper food, exposure 
ta 
extrem e 
weather or by unnecessary disturb­ 
ances. 
The extension entom ologist offers 
and will a.-.sist in carrying out, the 
following suggestions 
for 
winter 
I work that will save many colonies 
of bees and will increase the pro­ 
duction of honey for next season: 
1. Remove supers so as to reduce 
space to be kept Warm by clustered 
bees. 
2. Close entrance of hive to space 


of 3-8 inch to retain warmth a id 
to keep out mice. etc. 
3. Place hives, facing s c ith , wit:) 
wind protection on north and north­ 
west. ( Ever-green wind break, board 
fence or board lean-to will help.) 
4. Have ground of apiary with 
southern slope to r good drainage if 
possible and place hives near tr*1-s 
so shade will offer protection next 
summer. 
, 
5. lf honey stores are It ss than 
four full fram es in brood chamber, 
supply frames of high grade honey 
or fill combs with sugar syrup on 
w*arm day when Fees are not cluster­ 
ed. Colony should have about forty 
pounds of honey or syrup to go thru 
winter and for early brood rearing 
in 
spring. 
(M ake sugar syrup 
bv 
dissolving **qual parts of wbP t gran­ 
ulated 
sugar and 
warm 
w ater by 
xolum e, and pour into cells, holding 
frames at a alant over tub or other 
container.) 
6. Wrap hives with newspapers to 
retain the warmth of the cluster of 
bees. (See illustrations. Bulletin No. 
48. mailed to you.) 
7. Store hive bodies and supers 
In protected place. Add a few ounces 
of par&dich loro benzene to boxes con­ 
taining stored frames of combs. 
8. Keep hogs and other farm an i­ 
mals from knocking hives over.
